BAR_HILL RESIDENTS' ASSOCIATION. 


Minutes of the meeting held on Monday, 7th February, 
1977, in the Green Hut. 


The Minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. 


Apologies for absence were received from:- 
Mr. D. Price, Mr. T. Wingate, Mr. T. Mitchell, Mrs. 
A. Littlefair, Mr. G. Clapinski and Mrs. _J. Wood. 


Matters arising from the Minutes: Re: the lorry parked 
near Oatlands Avenue, it would appear that this has 
stopped at present. No immediate progress on the football 
pitch. The Parish Council suggest that realignment of 

the vitch might help. The Parish Council are endeavouring 
to get the 30 mph road signs replaced. They were taken 
down as part of the work carried out on the improvements 
to the 4604 and, slip roads to ‘the village. The seat 
cutside 27 - 28 Oatlands Avenue has been replaced. 

Owing to the road works now in progress, no extra 
lighting is possible near Cambridge Consultants at the 
present time. There is no provision as yet for footpaths 
in this area, but the Parish Council are looking into 
this question. Re: yellow lines around the village, it 
appears that there has to be an exceptional reason for 
them before the County Surveyor will consider them. 


Parish Council Report: Unfortunately our representative 
was 1 and unable to attend. Miss Moss, who did attend, 
advised us of what took place at the last meeting. 


fjmenities Committee Report: Mr. Brunning gave a full 

and detailed report and showed the proposed plans for 

the Village Hall complex. These plans will be shown 

to the Village by the smenities Committee at an open 
meeting in March. Several questions were raised by 
committee members and residents, but at the moment nothing 
has been decided definitely. ; 


Terth anniversary Report: Mr. Brunning gave a full 


report of the suggested programme, and it appears that 
all is progressing well. The Residents' Association 
will be responsible for a Hot Dog and Soft Drink Stall, 
which will be organised by Mr. D. Tyler with help from 
the Committee, and the Tug-o-Ylar Contest, which Mr. G. 
Clapinski will be asked to organise. 


Easter Disco: A lot of discussion took place about 
whether it is worthwhile for the Residents' Association 
to hold dances. It was decided that as there are now 
other organisations holding social events, the Residents' 
association would concerntrate more on action for the 
village. Thus until circumstances and finances permit, 
the Residents' Association will not be holding any more 
dances. : 
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Bar Hill News: Mr. Brunning is having to give up 
printing the News, owing to pressure of work. Mr. 

D. Tyler has offered to co-ordinate a production 

team of Mr. i.. Gowen, Mr. G. Q-Lewis and Mr. P. Lawson. 
It was felt the News requires an editor and this job 
will be done by Mrs. A. Littlefair. It was requested 
that we have more cartoons for the front cover, and it 
is hoped to effect this. 


any Other Business: Complaints have been received 
about the proposed two-storey building for H & H 
Electronics. It is felt that the building would come 
too close to the perimeter road, making it difficult 
to see around the corner when driving. 


It was suggested that Mr. Rich from the Developers 
Should be invited to attend meetings of the Residents' 
Association, as all members of the public are. 


It would appear that a small truck is being habitually 
parked across the. exit of Hollytrees. We would remind 
all those concerned that there is a large car park in 
the Industrial Area and also beside the shops. 

We were asked to look into the problems of caravan 
owners. There is no-where to keep them in the village 
and it is costly to keep®them on sites. 


Many complaints have been received about the housing 
in ippletrees, as the bungalows are very close to the 
Drift. It was feared that either the-new-residents or 
the Developers may cut the trees down. We were asked 
to preserve the Drift at all costs. 


Once again dogs are causing problems. We have been 
asked to request owners not to allow dogs to foul the 
childrens' playing field by the track-leading-to the 
farm buildings. There is an acute problem in Oatlands 
Avenue where a large Alsation is allowed to jump his 
fance and foul a neighbour's garden and worry their 
baby. The owners have been asked to-restrain: the dog 
bus have failed to do so, so we have been asked to 
take action, which we are doing. ; 


Some concern was expressed about the quantity of trees, 
shrubs and new equipment being spread around the 
village. It would appear that in this time of restraint 
we are expanding.

The Annual Village Meeting will be held on Tuesday, 
22nd March at 7.30pm in the Church Centre. This 


meeting is one to which all residents are invited. 
Apart from the reports en the village activities, 
there will be the opportunity of seeing and discussing 
the architect's plans for the planned Community Centre. 


The architect for the Community Centre is Mr. Keith 
Garbett of Cambridge. The Village Hall Trust and the 
Village Hall Management Committee both have to be

Foxhollow, who is now producing and distributing 
minutes/agendas for Council meetings. 


Street lights. If you have a faulty street light and 
nothing is being done to correct the fault, you can 
contact me, giving details of the nucber of the 
standard(s), the location and the fault. 


Perimeter road lights from Oatlands Avenue to Pheasant 
Rise are off because of a service agreement dispute 
relating to the liquidation of Nunns of Ipswich Ltd. 

I hope we can get it resolved shortly but the problem 
is involved. 


is many lights as possible are on at the perimeter 
road near Cambridge Consultants to help pedestrians 
(such as myself) and as soon as the roundabout is 
complete there should be more illuminated standards. 
The County Surveyor is responsible for footpaths 
alongside the perimeter road and he is unlikely to 
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approve such paths other than short lengths to 
facilitate pedestrians crossing. The Parish Council 
has allocated funds to improve and create footpath 
links to the Industrial area. 


Frecholds. The Council is now able to discuss the 
urveyor's advice on sale price. We are also 

preparing, with our Solicitor, the standard documentation 
necessary to acquire residential Freeholds. Details 

about price and costs should be decided by the time 

the next Newsletter is printed. 


Planning. The Bookmaker has been given permission to 
use Unit 4 in the Mall - the Parish Council did not 
object to this application. He has started the 
installation work to the shop. 


The Developers' plan for the Mall could be ready by 
the middle of Maréh. We understand that they include 
the re-roofing of the structure - this will cause 
inconvenience - and some structural alterations to 
relate the Mall to Tescos. So far no details are 
available. 


Flagpoles. The planning application has now been 
commented upon. The Council would prefer the poles 
to be set back against the Hotel so that they are 
much less visible and obtrusive at the village 
entrance. :, 


Table tennis. Funds have been allocated to provide 
a table for club use. 


Maintenance payments. Where do they go to? The Fund 

is overdrawn at present and some of the payments will 
go to clear the overdraft. The balance of the money 
will be used as part of the Parish Council income to 
reduce the maintenance costs presently being incurred. 
However, the latter matter is for the Council to 
decide in the future. 


Next meeting/minutes. Tuesday, 15th March at 8.00pm 
in the Green Hut will be the monthly meeting of the 
Council. Minutes are displayed on the Notice Board 
in the Mall. .

DUTY AND THE BEAST. 


One of the perennial subjects appearing in the 
"News" is that of dogs. Common complaints concern 
fouling of footpaths and grassed areas, the noise, 
and the disturbance caused by roaming packs of 
uncontrolled animals and the intimidation of children 
and even adults. Reports of specific incidents are 
often accompanied by comments of mild rebuke on 
behalf of the BHRA, and I suspect that after being 
read they pass into the oblivion of all items that 
do not directly concern the readers. In many cases 
the owners of the dogs involved probably don't even 
know that they. are to blame. 


a recent incident involving some neighbours of mine 
brought the problem to a head and the BHRA felt 
obliged to bring in the Police. I have since discussed 
the matter with the local Police in order to establish 
the size of theproblem, and despite being aware that 
the subject crops up regularly, I was surprised by 
what I heard. 


Girton Police Station receives, on average, at least 
one complaint per week concerning dogs at Bar Hill. 

I think we can safely assume that the incidents 
actually reported only represent the tip of the ice- 
berg and that the real situation is closer to one 
incident every day. In fact the incidents and reports 
are surely only the visible result of the more 
fundamental day to day selfishness and irresponsibility 
of some of our dog owners, who fail to train and 
control their animals properly. 


Laws exist to cover most of the sources of complaint, 
but enforcement is not easy, and often the penalties 
applied do not provide sufficient deterrent to 
prevent a reocurrence. The advice of the Police is 
to attempt to resolve minor offences by reasonable 
discussion with the appropriate owner, and then to 
make an official complaint if this fails to produce 
a positive result. However, any signs that an animal 
is sufficiently out of control to be dangerous 
should be reported immediately to the Police. They 
are keen to control what is definitely a growing 
problem in our village. 


But to make an eyample of offenders by taking them 
to court is not ultimately the best way to solve 
what should be a straightforward case of social 
responsibility and mature consideration for fellow 
residents. The onus, in all but a few cases, lies 
squarely on the dog owners - the animal itself is 
almost never the true cause of problems. 


are owners willing to take their dogs outside the 
perimeter road once or twice every day of the year, 
rain or shine? Or as the only acceptable alternative, 
and preferable in many ways, are they willing to 
allow their animals to foul their own gardens, 

never anyone else's, and never the green areas 

inside the village? Are they willing to keep the 

fog always on a lead except when far from the 
residential areas, or to train it so that it is 
always obedient, even in the presence of other pets? 
Will they accept agreeably any complaints from 
neighbours about the noise of barking, or that the 
Simple presence of the beast frightens their children? 
And, for the sake of the dog itself, are they willing 
to give it sufficient exercise and never leave it 
shut up for long periods? It isn't easy, is it? 


I believe that closely-built housing developments 
such es Bar Hill are not places for dogs at all, even 
though I like animals myself. Those who disagree and 
wish to keep a dog in ‘the village must see the 
implications of their decision clearly in terms of 

the limitations on their own lives, responsibility 
towards their neighbours and, not least, in terms of 
firmness and kindness the animal itself. Their own 
pleasure must come last on the list of considerations. 


Most of the reasons given for owning dogs are not 
soundly based. For example, I do not accept the 
common premise that a dog bought as a pet for 2a 

‘ child sets a good example in caring for ¢1!.ars. 
Children rarely take the full responsibility for 
caring for an animal for more than a few weeks, and 
indeed, not being altogether experienced in life 
themselves, they cannot be expected to take the full 
responsibility. Surely a direct example from the 
parents on social behaviour and consideration for 
others is worth a hundred pets? Or is that perhaps 
asking too much of parents? Probably we can all 
think of examples of people who would be much better 
characters if they cared for their fellow humans-as 
much as they care for their animals. 


The main valid reason for possessing a dog, in my 
opinion, is that of security, as a guard-dog. But 
even in this case there comes a time when the 
security of our property must be weighed against 
the health and safety of our neighbours. A suitable 
safety lock on the door and reasonable caution will 
cover all but the most extreme case of attempted 
violence, where a dog would probably not be a great 
deal of use anyway. 


The conclusion, I think, applies to a large section 
of the population of Britain as well as to the 
residents of Bar Hill. Do we have to wait for a 
serious incident, a badly bitten or infected child 
to bring us to our senses? Do we have to wait for 
the arrival of rabies in our country to make us 
realise that our fellow man, with all his faults, 
is more important than our pets? Or do we have to 
have an enforced legal limit on the number of dogs 
in each neighbourhood, as in some parts of Europe? 


‘The British are renowned for their’ common sense, so 
do let us try to apply it.

WHAT! NO SUNDAY SCHOOL? A message from one of the 
Ministers:- 


Every month in the Bar Hill News in the information 
about services it is stated that "children normally 
leave after opening worship to meet in their own 

age groups." But I am told that some folk do not 
understand what this means and, not finding any 
mention of "Sunday School", suppose that no provision 
is made for children, or that their child will not be 
welcome. So let me try to explain: 
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"Sunday School" suggests something for children 

only. But what we do on Sunday morning is for 

everyone - not just children. We all gather at the 
Church Centre to worship God and to learn on Fim - 
babies in prams, toddlers, children and adults of 

all ages, we are all there for the same purpose. 

But the way we do this has to vary according to our 
age and understanding. The babies can experience 
something of God by the care of those who look after 
them in the creche. Other children share with the 
adults in the first quarter of an hour of worship 

and learning and then they go to the Terrapin building 
to continue worship and learning in ways meaningful 

to them. the adults stay’ in the octagon and continue 
worship and learning there. We are all engaged in the 
same thing, though not normally at the same time in. - - 
the same room. Sometimes we do stay ‘together, 
children and adults, for the whole service, and the 
next time this will happen will be on Mothering 
Sunday, 20th March, when the Guides and Brownies, 
Scouts and Cubs will parade and worship with us. 


We shall be delighted if you can come as a family 
and worship with us. But if, for any reason, you 
cannot come yourself but would like your children 
to do so, they will be very welcome. We will gladly 
make arrangements to fetch them, if you would like 
us to do so.
